Edmontonians 
happier with 
police service 


Speeding concern. 
Top issue for residents 
is traffic 


Edmontonians are happier 
with police, less concerned 
about city homicides and 
more of them see the city as 
safe, according to the city’s 
latest policing survey. 

The survey, which was 
conducted in January, showed 
93 per cent of Edmontonians 
are satisfied with the work po¬ 
lice are doing, up from 91 per 
cent in 2011. 

Murders, which were a 
major concern for residents 
in the 2011 survey, were no 
longer in the top five in the 


latest poll. In 2011, 46 per 
cent of people asked thought 
Edmonton had higher crime 
levels than other Canadian 
cities, while in this survey 
only 21 per cent did. 

Speaking after the report 
was released at the Edmonton 
Police Commission, Chief Rod 
Knecht said the survey was 
a tremendous vote of confi¬ 
dence in what the service is 
doing. 

“It’s all good news. That’s 
what we want as a police ser¬ 
vice. That’s what we want to 
hear,” he said. 

Knecht said his only con¬ 
cern was that there might be 
nowhere left for the force to 
go• 

Top of mind for residents 
in the survey were traffic 
issues, with 70 per cent say¬ 
ing it was a problem in their 
neighbourhood. Coun. Scott 


McKeen said the survey valid¬ 
ates recent city council deci¬ 
sions around speed limits and 
photo radar. 

“This isn’t something we 
are making up. The public is 
very (concerned) about the 
amount of speeding in Ed¬ 
monton,” he said. “They’re 
fed up with irresponsible driv¬ 
ing on the roads.” 

Knecht said the service is 
going to have to respond to 
public demand. 

“It’s a significant issue for 
the community and so we as 
a community policing agency 
have to respond to that,” he 
said. 

Knecht said while enforce¬ 
ment is part of the puzzle, he 
hopes to achieve most of the 
gains through education. 

“We can’t ticket ourselves 
out of the problem. We need 
attitudinal change in the city.”

Mayor says 
plan must 
go forward 

Edmonton Mayor Don 
Iveson said Thursday mor¬ 
ning that he’s not going to 
compromise on the future 
vision of the Blatchford 
redevelopment. 

The potential costs of 
the proposed city centre 
airport redevelopment plan 
were in front of council in 
March and suggested the 
city could put as much as 
$150 million in and not be 
fully paid back for decades. 

Speaking at a develop¬ 
ment symposium, Iveson 
said the city should stay 
committed to the plan. 

“We made a deal with 
our citizens when we 
closed the airport that we 
would be bold when we 
redeveloped it and I intend 
to keep that commitment,” 
he said. 

Following his speech, 
Iveson said he’s not throw¬ 
ing all fiscal caution to the 
wind, but the project has 
environment and social 
gains that can’t be ignored. 

“We want to be whole 
and actually make a return 
on this, but it’s not just 
about the financial return 
on investment,” he said. 

He said a successful 
Blatchford development 
would be a model to pri¬ 
vate developers for sustain¬ 
able design. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said 
he was worried by the may¬ 
or’s bold talk. “It’s good to 
be ambitious and it’s good 
to talk about the big dream 
and the big program, but 
coupled with that has to be 
a good fiscal lens.”

Cyclist struck, killed 
by garbage truck 


More bike 

infrastructure needed. 
Advocates call for 
better bike lanes 
downtown 


A 50-year-old woman was 
killed after a collision with a 
garbage truck downtown early 
Thursday morning. 

The collision at the comer 
of 112 Street and 100 Avenue 
took place around 7:30 a.m., 
with witnesses reporting to 
police that both the cyclist and 


the waste management vehicle 
were travelling eastbound on 
100 Avenue in the right-hand 
lane. The cyclist allegedly 
continued eastbound into the 
intersection as the vehicle 
made a southbound turn onto 
112 Street and struck the cyc¬ 
list, said police. 

Const. Darren Sunley said 
police were still in the early 
stages of the investigation 
Thursday morning, but had 
ruled out alcohol and speed as 
factors. 

He added with the weather 
improving, more people would 
be out on the streets and eveiy- 
one should be more careful. 

“It’s a gorgeous day out to¬ 
day. There’s going to be a lot 
of pedestrians out, there are 


going to be a lot of cyclists out 
and both need to be watch¬ 
ing for cars and the other way 
around.” 

A ghost bike was placed at 
the intersection of the crash 
Thursday afternoon, along 
with a bouquet of flowers. 

Although he was unaware 
of the full details of this ac¬ 
cident, Christopher Chan, 
executive director of the Ed¬ 
monton Bicycle Commuters’ 
Society said “good” bike infra¬ 
structure is key to cycling in 
the city moving forward, with 
good bike lanes proven to de¬ 
crease the number of cyclist 
collisions. 

“If we had a good west-east 
bike route through the down¬ 
town core, it’s veiy likely cyc¬ 


lists would be safer,” he said.

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Pipes. City 
says Chinese 
work will 
measure up 

The City of Edmonton is stand¬ 
ing behind a decision to award 
a contract for sewer pipes 
manufactured in China. 

The city has come under 
fire from the Canadian 
Concrete and Precast Pipe as¬ 
sociation over the $11-million 
contract, which was awarded 
to the Shanghai Construction 
Group’s Canadian arm. The 
company will install a 1.3-kilo¬ 
metre pipe with micro-tunnel- 
ling technology in southeast 
Edmonton. 

Documents obtained by the 
association and forwarded to 
Metro show the city is relying 
on a third-party inspection of 
the Shanghai Construction 
Group’s pipe factoiy in China, 
which was paid for by that 
company. In a letter to city 
councillors, the association 
said that’s insufficient and 
there could be real conse¬ 
quences if there’s a failure. 

“The consequences of 
building buried infrastructure, 
such as this sanitaiy sewer, 
with substandard or non-con- 
forming pipes are many and 
long lasting.” 

The city’s auditor has 
received information about 
the file, but the office said 
they hadn’t made any decision 
about a formal audit. 

City spokesperson John 
Pater said it’s a common indus¬ 
try standard for a technical re¬ 
port to be done by a third-party 
paid for by the company. 

“That company provides 
this report in a sense both for 
the company and for the city,” 
he said, adding the pipe would 
be subject to further inspection 
as it was being installed. 

“The city has its own kind 
of inspectors that will do 
inspections along the way,” he

City worker uses his 
inventions to save 
taxpayers thousands 

The Thomas Edison 
of Edmonton. Neil 
Ganske, who's worked 
for the city for 33 years, 
has a knack for making 
things more efficient

Neil Ganske has saved the 
city and taxpayers thou¬ 
sands of dollars over the 
years, all thanks to his in¬ 
ventions. 

A modest man, Ganske 
recently invented a tractor 
adaption which has stain¬ 
less steel brushes to clear 
the LRT rail flangeways at 
the level crossings, which 
build up with snow and ice 
and could cause the LRT 
wheels to “walk out” of the 
rails. 

The invention — which 
Ganske modified to attach 
to the tractor-like sweeper 
— means crews of four indi¬ 
viduals no longer have to go 
out for several hours a night 
to clear a grade crossing 
using a jackhammer, which 
can sometimes lead to work¬ 
ers suffering injuries. 

As a result, city officials 
estimate Ganslce’s inven¬ 
tion has saved the city more 
than $700,000 a winter. 

“I thought there has to 
be a better way to use that 


machine. Now, with our two 
machines, we can do all 30 
grade crossings in one night 
with two people,” said the 
LRT track and right-of-way 
maintenance supervisor. 

“The main focus (of the 
invention) was that it was 
done faster and safer.”

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Wildlife. Expert urges 
Edmontonians to give 
injured animals space 


For 25 years, Kim Blomme has 
worked to shelter, feed and 
help heal the city’s injured 
wildlife. 

After starting the Wild¬ 
life Rehabilitation Society of 
Edmonton on her acreage, 
Blomme now works out of the 
former SPCA building on the 
north end of the city, giving 
hurt animals a fighting chance. 

“We know their chances are 
always best in their normal en¬ 
vironment,” said Blomme. “As 
soon as they’re removed from 
that, we are reducing that.” 

As the weather warms, 
Blomme said spring is one of 
the most active times of year 
for the society, who take in ani¬ 
mals on a case-by-case basis. 

Last year, the society helped 
1,600 different animals, ran¬ 
ging from squirrels to goslings, 
with more than half coming in 
during June and July. 

Even though the society 
takes in animals, Blomme said 
a big part of the job is identify¬ 
ing the problem and offering

information to residents. 

“Number one, try to iden¬ 
tify the animal you’ve come 
across,” Blomme advised any¬ 
one who might find an injured 
animal. “If it’s not obviously 
injured, it’s probably better to 
back off and place a call, get a 
little more information before 
intervening.”

Edmonton Fire Rescue Ser¬ 
vices responded to 39,713 
calls in 2013 — 3,278 for fire 
and 25,510 for medical calls 
— marking one of the busi¬ 
est years on record for the 
service. 

“When someone calls 911 
with a fire or medical emer¬ 
gency, it’s often the worst 
day of their life and they are 
depending on us to be having 
the best day of our career. 
Every year, our staff respond, 


step up, and provide that ser¬ 
vice, and I am tremendously 
proud of the work we did in 
2013,” said Fire Chief Ken 
Block. 

According to fire services, 
there were two fatalities last 
year due to fires and 61 in¬ 
jures. There were $65 million 
in losses from fire and the 
majority of fires were resi¬ 
dential with the number one 
cause being cooking-related.

“He hated going into the 
vet, always super stressed 
out, panting, shedding, all of 
it,” said Kropp, who had res¬ 
cued Tyson after he had been 
abused. 

“When it came time to put 
him down, I didn’t want to put 
him in a scenario like that,” 
she continued. 


Rather than take Tyson into 
a clinic for his final day, Kropp 
enlisted the services of Dr. Mar¬ 
cia Waye and Wellness Home 
Vet — an Edmonton mobile 
vet who makes house calls for 
her pet patients. 

“It’s basically eveiything I 
do in a clinic, except the pets 
aren’t nervous, they’re not 
scared,” Waye said about her 


services, which range from 
check ups to euthanasia. 

Waye said after working in 
a clinic for eight years, she got 
a first hand look at the stress 
animals undergo for a vet 
check-up. 

“By the time I get to see 
animals in the exam room, 
they’re scared,” Waye said. “It’s 
hard to do a good exam.” 

Waye said her new style of 
vet check-up appeals to a wide 
variety of pet parents. 

For Kropp, it was the 
right decision. 

“It was just much more 
relaxing and calming for 
him,” she said. “It was for 
me as well.”

contract for flood work ahead of LRT detours 


The Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation has taken issue 
with an apparent unten¬ 
dered contract with a com¬ 
pany connected to the prov¬ 
ince for flood work done in 
High River. 

High River was devas¬ 
tated by flooding that hit 
southern Alberta in June 
2013. The province immedi¬ 
ately contracted Tervita to 
begin rehabilitation work. 

According to the con¬ 
tract, which was leaked to 
the CTF, the province and 
Tervita Corporation entered 
a $45 million deal for post¬ 
flood work. 

The CTF says the contract 
showed Tervita was paid for 
what it called “broadly de¬ 
fined flood-related work in 
High River.” They said no 
specific jobs were described 
in the contract, but that it 
had to submit bills to the 
government, to a maximum 
agreed amount.

Traffic cameras provide 
pedestrian counts 


Big Brother is watching Ed¬ 
monton, or in this case the city 
is — as they track pedestrian 
numbers on the Cloverdale 
footbridge, which is set for 
demolition. 

Using two traffic-monitor¬ 
ing cameras called Miovision, 
the city can see how many 
runners, cyclists, walkers and 
other users are crossing the 
footbridge. 

City officials say the mon¬ 
itoring is part of the prepara¬ 
tion for detour routes while the 
bridge is closed for 34 months 
during the Valley Line LRT con¬ 
struction. 

“We’re counting all the 
users of the bridge to get a bet¬ 
ter idea of the volume on the 
bridge,” said Quinn Nicholson, 
city transit spokesperson. 

City officials say they took

initial counts on the bridge 
last summer, but the data was 
skewed since it was collected 
during the Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival weekend. 

Individuals will comple¬ 
ment the cameras by con¬ 
ducting in-person surveys from 
people using the bridge over 
the weekend. 

“We know there’s a lot of 
people using it,” said Elicia El¬ 
liott, city public engagement 
adviser. “We just want to know 
when and where.” 

Placed at both ends of the 
bridge, the cameras will be re¬ 
moved Monday. The data and a 
detour route will be shared at a 
later time on the city’s website, 
said Elliott.

Prosecutors charged a man 
Thursday with kidnapping his 
former girlfriend’s 15-year-old 
daughter a decade ago and re¬ 
peatedly sexually assaulting 
her. 

Isidro Medrano Garcia 
faces five felony counts, in¬ 
cluding rape and kidnapping 
to commit a sexual offence, 
the Orange County district 
attorney’s office said. His ar¬ 
raignment was expected later 
in the day. 

The woman, now 25, came 
forward this week and told 
police that Garcia had ab¬ 
ducted her and then through 
physical, mental and sexual 
abuse kept her from reuniting 
with her family since her 
2004 disappearance.

Garcia forced the woman 
to many him in 2007 and 
fathered a daughter with her 
in 2012, according to investi¬ 
gators with the Santa Ana Po¬ 
lice Department. 

Police described an ordeal 
during which the woman 

— broken through mental, 
physical and sexual abuse — 
was moved at least four times 
and given multiple fake iden¬ 
tities to hide her from family 
and authorities. 

The woman, whom police 
have not identified by name, 
said she often thought about 
escaping but did not out of 
fear, even though in recent 
years she was not physically 
held captive. 

Police said that she had ar¬ 
rived in the U.S. from Mexico 
several months before her ab¬ 
duction and didn’t speak Eng¬ 
lish at the time. 

On Monday she contacted 
police, who said she did so 
after reconnecting in recent 
weeks with her sister on 
Faceboolc.

Sixteen dead. Eastern 
Ukraine insurrection 
may hamper local 
presidential election 
voting 


In the deadliest raid yet on 
Ukrainian troops, pro-Rus- 
sia insurgents attacked a 
military checkpoint Thurs¬ 
day, killing 16 soldiers, and 
the interim prime minister 
accused Moscow of trying to 
disrupt the upcoming elec¬ 
tion for a new president to 
lead the divided country out 
of its crisis. 

A rebel commander said 
one of his fighters also 
died in the raid in eastern 
Ukraine, which left a grue¬ 
some scene of charred mil¬ 
itary vehicles and scorched 
bodies near the town of 


Volnovalcha, 30 kilometres 
south of the city of Donetsk. 

The armed uprising and 
the government’s offensive 
to put it down have cast a 
shadow over Sunday’s elec¬ 
tion, with Kyiv acknowledg¬ 
ing it will be impossible to 
hold the vote in some areas. 
In the eastern regions of 
Donetsk and Luhanslc, 
where separatists have de¬ 
clared independence and 
pledged to derail the vote, 
election workers reported 
threats and interference 
from gunmen. 

In the attack on the 
checkpoint, residents said 
the rebels arrived in an ar¬ 
moured bank truck, which 
the unsuspecting Ukrain¬ 
ian soldiers waved through. 
The rebels opened fire with 
automatic weapons and 
rocket-propelled grenades, 
acting President Olelcsandr 


Turchynov said. 

Ukraine’s Defence Min¬ 
istry said the attackers hit 
an ammunition section in 
one of the military vehicles, 
which exploded in a fire¬ 
ball. Three blackened ar¬ 
moured infantry vehicles, 
their turrets blown away, 
and several burned trucks 
stood at the site. Bodies ap¬ 
parently burned by the ex¬ 
plosion and fire were scat¬ 
tered nearby. 

“We destroyed a check¬ 
point of the fascist Ukrain¬ 
ian army deployed on 
the land of the Donetsk 
Republic,” said the rebel 
commander who claimed 
responsibility. He wore a 
balaclava and insisted he 
be identified by his nom de 
guerre, “Bes” — Russian for 
“demon.” He said one of his 
men also was killed.

The girls and young 
women were kidnapped 
on April 15 from a school 
in the northeast Niger¬ 
ian town of Chibolc by an 
Islamic extremist group 
known as Boko Haram. The 


group’s leader has threat¬ 
ened to sell most of the 
estimated 276 schoolgirls 
still being held into slaveiy 
unless the Nigerian govern¬ 
ment releases detained 
militants. 

President Barack Obama 
told Congress in a let¬ 
ter Wednesday about the 
deployment. 

Obama said the service 
members will help with 
intelligence, surveillance and 
reconnaissance aircraft for 
missions over northern Ni¬ 
geria and the nearby region.

Family and friends of the 
wounded and missing con¬ 
tinued to search for victims 
Thursday in the wake of two 
bomb blasts that rocked a bust¬ 
ling marketplace in the Niger¬ 
ian city of Jos.

Pamela Anderson’s mother 
says she is shocked and devas¬ 
tated by recent allegations her 
daughter made that she was 
sexually abused and gang- 
raped as a child. 

Carol Anderson, who 
revealed her heartbreak to 
British tabloid newspaper The 
Daily Mail, said she had no idea 
of the abuse her daughter al¬ 
legedly endured while growing 
up on Vancouver Island. 

“I am kind of numb over it 
all. I sat there with my mouth 
open when I found out. My 
husband Barry and I always felt 
we were there all the time for 
the lads, so it’s just terrible to 
hear this now,” Carol said in 
the interview. 

The actress and animal- 
rights activist, who was bom 
in Ladysmith, B.C., detailed the 
alleged sexual abuse during a 
speech at the launch of her ani- 
malrights charity foundation 
last week in Cannes, France. 

“Despite loving parents, I 
was molested from age six to 
10 by my female babysitter,” 
Anderson said. “I went to a 
friend’s boyfriend’s house 
and when she was busy, the 
boyfriend’s older brother 
decided he would teach me 
backgammon, which led in to 
a back massage, which led in 
to rape. My first heterosexual 
experience. He was 25 years 
old, I was 12.” 

Anderson alleged that her 
boyfriend in Grade 9 “decided 
it would be funny to gang-rape 
me with six of his friends.” 

Cpl. Darren Lagan told 
Metro that an investigator 
with Ladysmith RCMP will be 
“reaching out” to Anderson.

Attackers 
kill 31 in 
China 

Attackers hurled bombs 
from two SUVs that plowed 
through shoppers at a busy 
street market in China’s 
volatile northwestern region 
of Xinjiang on Thursday, kill¬ 
ing 31 people and wounding 
more than 90. 

The early morning attack 
in the city of Urumqi was the 
bloodiest in a series of violent 
incidents over recent months 
that Chinese authorities have 
blamed on radical separatists 
from the countiy’s Muslim 
Uighur minority. 

Uighur activists contend 
that restrictive and discrimin- 
atoiy policies favouring the 
Chinese migrants are fuelling 
the bloodshed. 

The two vehicles crashed 
through barriers at 7:50 a.m. 
and drove right into the 
crowds while setting off ex¬ 
plosives, according to a state¬ 
ment by the Xinjiang regional 
government. It was unclear 
how many assailants were in 
the cars, the associated press 


Thai government overthrown as 
military stages bloodless coup 



Constitution scrapped. 

Nationwide curfew 
ordered; 18 government 
officials ordered to 
report to new governing 
military commission 


Thailand’s militaiy seized 
power Thursday in a bloodless 
coup, dissolving the govern¬ 
ment, scrapping the constitu¬ 
tion and dispersing groups of 
protesters from both sides of 
the countiy’s political divide 
who had gathered in Bangkok 
and raised fears of a violent 
showdown. 

The powerful army chief, 
Gen. Prayuth Chan-ocha, an¬ 
nounced the militaiy take¬ 
over in a statement broadcast 
on national television. It was 
followed by additional an¬ 
nouncements including a 
nationwide curfew from 10 
p.m. to 5 a.m. and an order 
for 18 government officials 


— including the ousted prime 
minister — to report immedi¬ 
ately to the countiy’s new gov¬ 
erning militaiy commission. 

Soldiers kept a low profile 
in the centre of the capital. 
But as the curfew approached, 
troops diverted traffic at key 
intersections and used ar¬ 
moured personnel carriers 
to block some main roads, 
including the one in front of 


the U.S. Embassy. Soldiers dis¬ 
persed most demonstrators 
from two protest sites where 
competing groups were 
camped out — one backing 
the now-ousted elected gov¬ 
ernment and another that had 
struggled for seven months to 
unseat it. 

Although the militaiy in¬ 
sisted it wasn’t taking sides, 
its ousting of the government 


met the key goal of the anti- 
government protesters. The 
pro-government “Red Shirt” 
supporters had earlier said 
they would not tolerate a 
coup, but there were no im¬ 
mediate signs of resistance 
or reports of violence. The 
militaiy provided hundreds 
of buses to take the protesters 
home. 

An army spokesman later 
announced that it had dis¬ 
solved the caretaker gov¬ 
ernment and cancelled the 
constitution, but the Senate 
would remain in place. He 
said Prayuth would assume 
the duties of the prime min¬ 
ister until a new one was in 
place. 

The army also ordered the 
suspension of all television 
broadcasting and replaced 
programming with patriotic 
music to fill air time between 
announcements. 

The coup was the 12 th 
since Thailand’s absolute 
monarchy ended in 1932.

Russia and China on Thursday 
vetoed a UN Security Council 
resolution referring the Syrian 
crisis to the International Crim¬ 
inal Court for investigation of 
possible war crimes. 

This is the fourth time Rus¬ 
sia and China have used their 
veto power as permanent 
council members to deflect ac¬ 
tion against the government of 
President Bashar Assad. The 13 
other council members voted 


in favour of the resolution. 

The resolution would have 
referred Syria’s crisis, now in 
its fourth year, to the world’s 
permanent war crimes tribu¬ 
nal for investigation of possible 
war crimes and crimes against 
humanity.

Political victory. 

Government claims 
military success in 
Syria's rebellious north 
with presidential 
elections weeks away 


Syrian tanks backed by mas¬ 
sive air power rolled into the 
grounds of a sprawling prison 
in Aleppo on Thursday, break¬ 
ing a yearlong rebel siege and 
allowing President Bashar 
Assad’s forces to close in on a 
nearby rebel command centre. 

The Syrian army has made 
gains around the capital, Da¬ 
mascus, seat of Assad’s power, 
and in the centre of the coun¬ 
try. It has now turned its atten¬ 
tion to the north and rebel- 
held parts of the south, where 
it seeks to advance ahead of 
the June 3 vote dismissed by 
Western powers as a sham. 

A monumental army push 
would be needed to take Alep¬ 
po, Syria’s largest city, and that 
is very unlikely to happen in 


the next few weeks. But the 
army advances are a sign that 
the momentum in the city may 
be shifting decisively in favour 
of the government. 

The reward is two-fold for 
Assad: The more territory he 
can claw back, the more places 
he can potentially hold ballot¬ 
ing; Syrian officials have said 
voting will take place only in 
government-controlled terri¬ 
tory. 

Militaiy gains in Aleppo will 
also give Assad more reason to 
claim he is winning the war 
and portray himself as the only 
one capable of restoring secur¬ 
ity to the country. 

The move on the Aleppo 
prison came a few hours before 
Russia and China vetoed a U.N. 
Security Council resolution re¬ 
ferring the Syrian crisis to the 
International Criminal Court 
for investigation of possible 
war crimes. 

It was the fourth time the 
two countries have used their 
veto power as permanent coun¬ 
cil members to deflect action 
against Assad’s government.

commercial centre, has been 
carved into rebel- and govern¬ 
ment-controlled areas since op¬ 
position fighters launched an 
offensive in mid-2012. 

Aleppo Central Prison, 
which lies on a highway about 
six kilometres (four miles) 
north of the city, has been 
caught in the middle of the 
country’s civil war, its 4,000 
inmates, including women, 
trapped in a hell of daily bat¬ 
tles, fear and disease. 

The situation inside the fa¬ 
cility was at one point so dire 
that the army was obliged to 
airdrop food to besieged gov¬ 
ernment troops who were try¬ 
ing to fend off rebels trying to 
free the inmates. 

Government forces stormed 
the prison at dawn Wednesday 
after rebels fled under intense 
aerial bombardment, accord¬ 
ing to Aleppo-based activists 
and the Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights, 
which had expressed fears that 
government forces might kill 
some of the inmates and claim 
that they died during the re¬ 
bels’ siege of the prison. 


“The air raids were aston¬ 
ishing,” said Ibrahim Saeed, an 
activist based in Aleppo prov¬ 
ince. “The air force tipped the 
balance of power. More than 
100 barrel bombs struck the 
area around the prison.” 

A rebel commander in 
northern Aleppo who uses the 
name Abu Thabet said the re¬ 
gime was desperate to get the 
prison “to lift morale” and con¬ 
trol a road that connects Alep¬ 
po to its suburbs. 

The breakthrough in Alep¬ 
po allowed Syrian forces to 
close in on a nearby command 
centre of the Islamic Front al¬ 
liance, a powerful coalition of 
seven rebel groups fighting the 
government. 

The centre is located in an 
army infantry base that rebels 
captured two years ago. 

In Geneva, the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
said it is working with the Syr¬ 
ian Arab Red Crescent to deliv¬ 
er food for over 60,000 people 
displaced by violence in op¬ 
position and government-held 
areas in Aleppo province.

weapons 

The global chemical weapons 
watchdog says the last 100 
tons of Syria’s declared stock¬ 
pile of precursors for poison 
gas and nerve agents have 
been packed and are ready for 
transport but Damascus says 


it’s too risky to move them. 

Syria is already well 
behind schedule in removing 
its stockpile of some 1,300 
metric tons of chemicals that 
it declared to the Organ¬ 
ization for the Prohibition of 
Chemical Weapons last year. 

All the chemicals were sup¬ 
posed to have been destroyed 
by the end of June, but that 
deadline now appears out of 
reach. The U.S. says it needs 


60 days to destroy hundreds 
of tons of highly toxic chem¬ 
icals on board a specially 
equipped ship. 

Frustration has soared as 
the international community 
struggles to find a solution to 
the war, deliver humanitar¬ 
ian aid to almost 3.5 million 
Syrians in need and end 
impunity for horrific crimes. 
Attempts at peace talks are at 
a standstill, leading the joint 


U.N.-Arab league envoy who 
tried to broker them to resign. 

U.S. Ambassador Saman¬ 
tha Power brought a Syrian 
activist who survived an Au¬ 
gust 2013 chemical weapons 
attack to the council. She told 
her fellow diplomats that 
because of the vetoes, Qusai 
Zalcariya will not be able to 
testify before the ICC about 
his ordeal.

A new exhibit of a nine-metre- 
long fossil skeleton of an Allo- 
saurus, which resembles a Tyr¬ 
annosaurus rex, is set to open 
at a Kentucky museum that as¬ 
serts dinosaurs lived alongside 
humans a few thousand yeaars 
ago. 

A release from Answers in 
Genesis, the Christian ministiy 
that owns the Creation Mu¬ 
seum, said about 50 per cent 


of the skeleton’s bones were 
recovered when it was found 
in Colorado over a decade ago. 

Keeping with its Bible- 
themed approach, the Cre¬ 
ation Museum says the dino¬ 
saur died in a worldwide flood 
about 4,300 years ago. Most 
scientists say the last dinosaurs 
roamed the earth more than 
60 million years ago.

Olga Radchenko is heading 
back to her birth countiy — 
but not to visit relatives. 

“The current situation has 
become so incredibly polar¬ 
ized,” says the 28-year-old, 
who moved to Toronto with 
her Ukrainian family at the 
age of 10. “I want to play a 
positive role. I hope this can 
help resolve the crisis.” 

Radchenko left on Victoria 
Day as one of 500 Canadians 
observing Ukraine’s election. 
For a third time in a decade, a 
large delegation of Canadians 
are taking weeks off work to 
head to Ukraine. Theyll be at¬ 
tending campaign rallies, in¬ 
specting polling stations and 
watching ballot counts. 

“I feel nothing short of 
honoured,” says Radchenko, 
echoing two other election 
observers who spoke to Met¬ 
ro. “I think it’s a great role for 
Canada to play.” 

Governments who strug¬ 
gle with corruption often in¬ 
vite election observers from 
other countries to deter voter 
fraud, bolstering an election’s 
credibility. Ukraine’s Sunday 
election is being monitored 
by the Organization for Se¬ 
curity and Co-operation in 
Europe (OSCE), a group sup¬ 
ported by 57 governments in¬ 
cluding Canada, the U.S. and 
Russia. 

Radchenko has a good 
understanding of her 10-day 
duty as a short-term observer. 

“The general job descrip¬ 
tion is to be an unbiased ob¬ 
server of the electoral process 
leading up to the election; and 
the days of the vote counting, 
to watch carefully and to rec¬ 
ord what’s happening.” 

The OSCE gives observers 
intensive training upon arriv¬ 
al in the country of the vote. 
Observers normally wear a 
lanyard, which election offi¬ 
cers are trained to recognize. 
Observers are instructed to 
watch for anything that leads 
to an unfair vote.

monitoring groups include: 
making sure ballot boxes 
are empty before voting 
starts, verifying poll booths 
are secure, watching for 
intimidation, listening for 
campaigning from election 
officers, detailing how many 
ballots were disqualified and 
why, and making sure ballot 
boxes aren’t whisked away. 

Most monitoring groups 
require observers stay in 
groups of two. Generally, ob¬ 
servers don’t speak or ask 
questions unless they’re sen¬ 
ior monitors investigating an 
incident. Observers take me¬ 
ticulous notes — often a de¬ 
tailed form for short-term ob¬ 
servers — and report to their 
team leader, who supervises 
groups of five to 20 people. 
The findings are usually tal¬ 
lied in a brief report shortly 
after the vote and a more de¬ 
tailed one afterward. 

Long-term observers like 
Michael MacKay of Ottawa 
are in Ukraine for up to 10 
weeks. They’re monitoring 


campaigns and media cover¬ 
age and tracking the electoral 
commission’s logistics down 
to individual polling stations. 
Generally, they issue weekly 
reports and welcome the 
short-term observers. 

“There’s an external pres¬ 
sure that was not present last 
two terms,” says MacKay, who 
also monitored Ukraine’s vote 
in 2010 and 2004, when Can¬ 
ada first sent a large delega¬ 
tion. “The stakes are higher 
than they’ve ever been.” 

Governments who send 
delegates usually assign in¬ 
dependent organizations to 
recruit and select observers. 
OSCE guidelines suggest can¬ 
didates with prior monitor¬ 
ing experience and language 
skills. Most observers get 


their foot in the door by ap¬ 
plying for a countiy they’ve 
studied or lived in, according 
to Canada’s main civilian-re¬ 
serve group, Canadem. 

Many of the 1,500 Can¬ 
adians who applied to observe 
Ukraine’s election are among 
the 1.2 million Canadians 
with Ukrainian roots. There’s 
also a contingent of academ¬ 
ics who observe multiple elec¬ 
tions. MacKay worked with 
people who had served in Kos¬ 
ovo, Sri Lanka and Haiti. 

Transportation, insurance, 
meals and accommodation 
are covered by the govern¬ 
ments — our government es¬ 
timates the 500-strong delega¬ 
tion will cost $10 million. 

But for the observers it’s 
a big time commitment for 


a vote with no guaranteed 
outcome, as Metro’s Saskatch¬ 
ewan columnist Christina 
Cherneslcey knows well. 

“To call the 2012 election 
democratic is a sham. I left 
without even knowing who 
won,” Cherneslcey recalls. 

While voting went 
smoothly, she had to stay up 
all night to make sure no¬ 
body tampered with the bal¬ 
lot boxes. When someone 
finally came in the morning, 
they drove the ballots to the 
district office, where things 
seemed chaotic. Inside, it 
was an “exhausting, intense 
fiasco” where every scribble 
and acronym was used as an 
excuse to toss out votes. 

“I left feeling empty,” she 
said.

World’s largest gold 
producer hit with suit 



Barrick Gold Corp. 

Class-action lawsuit 
launched after mine 
project in South 
America misses 
construction deadline 


Several Canadian law firms are 
pursuing a class action against 
Barrick Gold Corp. and some 
of its current and former senior 
officers, alleging they misrepre¬ 
sented how much risk the com¬ 
pany faced when it undertook 
construction of the multibil- 
lion-dollar Pascua-Lama mine 
project in South America. 

The project involves one 
of the world’s largest deposits 
of gold, estimated at nearly 18 
million ounces, but the com¬ 
pany missed its original target 
of starting production in early 
2013 due to opposition from lo¬ 
cal groups and Chilean author¬ 
ities. 

The suit, filed Wednesday 
with the Ontario Superior 
Court of Justice, alleges Bar¬ 


rick described Pascua-Lama as 
a feasible and highly economic 
project due to the low cost to 
construct the mine and to pro¬ 
duce gold and silver from it, 
adding that the company knew 
or should have known that it 
would have to overcome signifi¬ 
cant obstacles. 

“The mine is located under¬ 
neath glaciers in the Andes 


mountains, and the environ¬ 
ment is subject to extreme 
temperature and weather chan¬ 
ges. Barrick is a sophisticated 
mining company that has con¬ 
structed and operated mines all 
over the world. The challenges 
in developing Pascua-Lama 
were or should have been read¬ 
ily apparent to Barrick,” the 
claim alleges. 


“There was also considerable 
opposition to the Pascua-Lama 
project from local communities 
that depended on the water 
supply the glaciers provided. 
These communities, along with 
various environmental groups, 
were concerned about adverse 
impacts of mining on the gla¬ 
ciers and contamination of the 
water supply.” the Canadian press

Norway buys island for the ‘common good’ 


Norway says it will buy a vast 
tranche of private land on its 
Arctic island of Svalbard a week 
after a Chinese property tycoon 
said he wanted the land to build 
a resort for wealthy travellers. 

Trade Minister Monica Mae- 
land said Thursday the “com¬ 
mon good” on the island is best 
served if the 216 square kilo¬ 
metres were in public hands. 

Last week, developer Huang 
Nubo had talked up the pos¬ 


sibility of persuading hardy 
Chinese and Russian tourists to 
visit the icy island famous for 
its snow-covered mountains, 
fjords and glaciers. 

Huang’s purchase would 
have given him a foothold 
along a potential Arctic ship¬ 
ping route that could cut weeks 
off the current trade route from 
the Far East to European and 
North American markets.

Filmmaker Kelly Reichardt’s 
Night Moves offers an in¬ 
timate look into the lives 
of three radical environ¬ 
mentalists (played by Jesse 
Eisenberg, Dakota Fanning 
and Peter Sarsgaard) looking 
to blow up a hydroelectric 
dam as a form of protest. 
And it’s quite a detailed look 
— though she stops short of 
actually explaining how to 
build a bomb. 

Environmental issues seem 
to be popping up in films 
more and more, as the 
issue is clearly not going 
away. 

But it’s been part of the 
conversation for a really 
long time. I can’t remember 


when Earth First started, 
but people have been trying 
to lay their bodies down in 
front of bulldozers that are 
going to knock down trees 
for quite a while now, you 
know? But nevertheless, 
we were just really trying 
to make something that 


was today and just create a 
world, basically. 

Where did this idea come 
from? 

I don’t know, it’s been in 
the air with us for a while. 
My producer, Neil Kopp, 
was born and raised in 


Oregon, and Neil had 
grown up with a kid who 
had done something pretty 
radical that put him in jail 
for a while. If you’re in the 
Northwest, it’s around you. 
It’s easy to wonder where 
the waterways came from, 
it’s easy to look at the clear- 



cuts. People talk about the 
salmon a lot, so it’s all sort 
of in the air. But then also I 
had just re-read Crime and 
Punishment and we were 
drawn to this type of pro¬ 
cess film, like Rififi, where 
you take time out in the 
middle of a film to really 
show how something’s 
done. That was really at¬ 
tractive to me, the small 
steps to get to something as 
opposed to the big moment 
at the end of it. Basically 
how to take this little world 
that we hadn’t seen repre¬ 
sented in film so much and 


put it into the framework 
of a more traditional genre, 
and what would that look 
like? 

Of course, when you’re 
showing how people con¬ 
struct a bomb, you don’t 
want to be too detailed. 

Oh, you can go on the Inter¬ 
net and figure out how to 
build a bomb really quickly 
if you want, you know? 

For better or worse. I don’t 
think ours acts as a real 
how-to guide in any way. 

Right, you aren’t naming 
types of charges or fuses, 
at least. 

No, but you can Google 
Timothy McVeigh and find 
out everything you ever 
wanted to know, sadly, 
about building a bomb. 

You might not even want 
to put that in your article. 
My father was on the bomb 
squad for 20 years in Miami 
when I grew up, and I can 
remember being a teenager 
and some of my sister’s 
friends stealing some of my 
dad’s bomb-building books.

The Grand Seduction pre¬ 
miered at the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival last 
September, but the movie’s 
star was more concerned 
about an audience a little 
east of there. 

“I felt they would let us 
know if they didn’t like it,” 
says Brendan Gleeson. 

The film is set in a small 
Newfoundland harbour 
named Tickle Head where 
the town fathers have a bid 
on a petrochemical byprod¬ 
uct repurposing plant that 
makes ... well, it doesn’t 
matter, as they say in the 
movie, it makes jobs. 

One key element that’s 
missing, however, is a local 
doctor. 

When Paul Lewis (Taylor 
Kitsch), a city slicker plas¬ 
tic surgeon, lands in the 
harbour for a month-long 
residency, the entire place 
(population: 121) bands 

together to convince him to 
stay — by any means neces¬ 
sary. 

“I really wanted to be at 
the premier in St. John’s,” 
said Gleeson, who is best 
known as Alastor ‘Mad-Eye’ 
Moody in the Harry Potter 
series, “because to me, if 
the movie worked there, I 
could let it go. 

“That’s all I cared about, 
really. It needed to have 
the imprimatur of the New¬ 
foundlanders on it for me. 


Their reaction was quiet 
until they felt the reassur¬ 
ance that it was OK, that 
they could trust it a little 
bit more.” 

The production spent 
seven weeks shooting on 
The Rock. 


“The land and the sea in 
Newfoundland has a way 
of worming itself into your 
heart where you don’t feel 
quite complete without it,” 
said Gleeson. 

Co-star Kitsch concurs. 
“It’s a very simple (way of 


life),” he says, “and obvious¬ 
ly the pace is a lot slow¬ 
er, but once you get into 
that, you don’t want to 
leave it. 

“They are very in the mo¬ 
ment when you’re talking 
to them. 

“You feel like they 
are incredibly genuine 
and grounded and there’s 
no ulterior motive,” he 
said. 

“Maybe I’m a bit jaded 
because of the business, but 
it is refreshing. It is kind of 
what it means to be a Can¬ 


adian.” 

Kitsch spent his off hours 
training for Lone Survivor, 
a Mark Wahlberg war film 
he shot immediately after 
wrapping on The Grand 
Seduction but he took 
some time to enjoy a great 
Newfoundland pastime — 
fishing. 

“My best friend is an 
avid fisherman,” he says, 
“so he’d be figuring out 
what was going on with the 
moon and what the best 
tide is and when we should 
go and would get genuinely 


upset if we weren’t there at 
exactly 6:12 a.m. dropping 
lures into the water.” 

The Kelowna, B.C.-born 
Kitsch is an in-demand ac¬ 
tor these days and can cur¬ 
rently be seen in the HBO 
movie The Normal Heart, 
but says he’d love to do 
more work in Canada. 

“I absolutely loved being 
in Canada,” he says, “work¬ 
ing on home soil with a 
bunch of Canadians. 

“If the opportunity pre¬ 
sents itself and it’s right, 
I’m in.”

“And, 
when she feels abused, or 
when somebody hurts her, 
she then says, ‘Oh, all right. 
You’re going to mess with 
me? Watch me.’” 

In a recent interview to 
promote Maleficent, which 
opens May 30, the conversa¬ 
tion veered to the celebrities 


at the Cannes film festival 
campaigning for the return 
of the Nigerian schoolgirls 
kidnapped by Islamic ex¬ 
tremist group Boko Haram. 

“We need to go after 
(Boko Haram), arrest them, 
and they need to face jus¬ 
tice,” said Jolie, who is 
known for her worldwide 
humanitarian efforts. 

She added, however, that 
the media shouldn’t be my¬ 
opic, but instead continue to 
report on the array of world 
horrors, including the con¬ 
tinuing plight of millions of 
refugees suffering in Syria. 

Last week marked the 
one-year anniversary of Jo- 
lie’s disclosure that she was 
having a double mastectomy 
because she carries a gen¬ 
etic mutation that greatly 
increases her risk of pot¬ 
entially fatal breast cancer. 
“(I’m) very happy that other

Jolie’s next film is her 
big-budget directorial debut, 
Unbroken. She previously 
directed the modest 2011 
Bosnian war drama In the 
Land of Blood and Honey 
and the 2007 documentary A 
Place in Time, which chron¬ 
icled 49 simultaneous mo¬ 
ments around the world. 

Arriving this Christmas, 
Unbroken chronicles the 
life of Louis Zamperini, an 
Olympic runner who was 
taken prisoner by Japanese 
forces during World War II. 

“It looks beautiful,” Jolie 
said. “It’s such a ... it’s big,” 
she added, with an exasper¬ 
ated laugh. 

“So, we’re just trying 
to kind of wrestle it in to 
the best version of itself.”

He 
even flew to Los Angeles in 
March to be a guest of Jimmy 
Kimmel Live, where the host 
mocked him for dressing “like 
a magician.” Just a week or 
so ago, David Letterman ran

ties sometimes come seeking 
help. An earlier episode fea¬ 
tured a bratty pop star who 
might have reminded some 
viewers of Justin Bieber. 

Biederman and fellow exec¬ 
utive producer and showrun- 
ner Brent Piaslcoski certainly 
were aware of Rob Ford when 
the idea of having an out-of- 
control major seek help from 
their fictional public relations 
firm was first kicked around 
the writers’ room. 

But the spin they’re putting 
on this Spun Out episode is 
that any resemblance to T.O.’s 
troubled top official is purely a 
coincidence. 

“We went with ‘mayor’ not 
because of the obvious com¬ 
parisons to our city’s mayor,” 
says Biederman. 

“It was mostly because if 


we go with ‘premier’ and we 
do sales internationally, people 
might not know who that is.” 

Lawyers generally read 
scripts to check for potentially 
litigious issues before an epi¬ 
sode goes to camera. The legal 
team at Spun Out did cau¬ 
tion the producers to back off 


some Ford associations. Sug¬ 
gestions to call the character 
“Dodge” or other car names 
were quickly dismissed. (He’s 
called “Johnson” in the epi¬ 
sode.) 

Biederman says Ford’s real- 
life antics had not hit their “fe¬ 
ver pitch” back when the epi¬ 


sode was written. Spun Out is 
shot before a five, studio audi¬ 
ence, with this episode going 
before the cameras way back 
last summer. Even then, Bieder¬ 
man admits, the crowd in the 
bleachers could tell where the 
writers were going with this.

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Osheaga: Montreal at its most magical 



Island time. What 
started as a smaller 
festival eight years ago 
has morphed into one 
of the must-see music 
fests in North America 


In retrospect, it seems like a 
no-brainer — bring together 
some of the world’s top bands 
on an island in the middle of 
summer, to perform across 
the river from Montreal, with 
the city’s skyline as a back¬ 
drop. 

But it was only eight 
years ago that Nick Farlcas 
organized the first Osheaga, 
a festival that’s growing in 
popularity and has developed 
a reputation as a premier 
music destination in North 
America. 

“It wasn’t so obvious in 
the first few years, when it 
wasn’t doing well,” Farlcas 
said in an interview. 

“Now it looks like a bril¬ 
liant move.” 

The festival is held every 


August in Parc Jean-Drapeau 
on lie Sainte-Helene, an is¬ 
land in the St. Lawrence River 
best known as the site of the 
La Ronde amusement park 
and, previously, the Expo 67 
world fair. It’s a short subway 
or bike ride from the city cen¬ 
tre. 

“We wanted to create a 
microcosm of Montrealness 
on the island — with good 


food, art, music,” Farlcas said. 

About 25,000 people at¬ 
tended the inaugural two-day 
event in 2006. 

Now stretched over three 
days, the festival draws 
45,000 each day and has sold 
out the past two years. It ap¬ 
pears poised to do so again 
this summer. 

This year, from Aug. 1-3, 
the headliners will include 


Jack White, hip-hop duo Out- 
lcast, English rockers Arctic 
Monkeys, dark and sombre 
singer-songwriter Nick Cave, 
and Swedish pop star Lylclce 
Li. 

The festival has been lik¬ 
ened to a scaled-down ver¬ 
sion of Coachella, the mas¬ 
sive party held annually in 
the California desert. 

“It has the same sort of

feeling when you step on the 
ground,” said Christopher 
Roberts, the director for To¬ 
ronto’s own popular music 
and arts festival, NXNE, who 
has attended Osheaga several 
times. 

“It’s on a field in a beauti¬ 
ful island in the middle of 
Montreal, which is just an 
amazing city.” 

While NXNE spans two 
weekends and features hun¬ 
dreds of events at clubs and 
theatres around the city, Rob¬ 
erts said Osheaga has a more 
intimate setting. 

“Osheaga is a close-dated 
event that happens in one 
location, and it has this sort 
of really magical feel be¬ 


cause you’re all partaking in 
this singular event together, 
which really creates this 
sense of community.” 

The word osheaga, the 
story goes, was used by the 
first European settlers to de¬ 
scribe what would eventually 
become Montreal. It was ori¬ 
ginally a Mohawk word to de¬ 
scribe the place “where they 
met the people of the shaking 
hands.” 

These days, it’s where 
more than 100 bands are 
lined up to perform. 

Local talent — such as 
Half-Moon Run, Mac DeMar¬ 
co, and Le Trouble — will be 
featured alongside the big 
international acts. 

Sets at Osheaga are short, 
which makes it easy to dis¬ 
cover new bands. 

Emerging artists play for 
30 minutes, while headliners 
end each day with sets that 
stretch more than an hour 
and a half. 

There are six stages this 
year, up from five in previous 
years, along with showcases 
for visual arts.

Toronto improved to 8-2 
in its past 10 games, while 
Boston lost its seventh 
straight. 

“We’re in a stretch of 
games here where we’re 
giving up too many runs 
early and we’re scuf¬ 
fling to score runs,” Bos¬ 
ton manager John Farrell 
said. “That’s a dangerous 
combination.”
